My uncle, Mungara Rama Murti* wko was tke ck airman of tke Territorial Committee of tke Indian 
Independence League and acting disbursing oil leer on bekalf of tke Ani Hu ku mate Azad Hind in 
received tke cremated remains, askes and bones, ol Netaji Subkas Ckandra Bose from tke Imperial Japanese 
Military Headquarters in Tokyo in September, 1945. 

To protect from confiscation and impounding by tke Allied Forces, ke placed tkese remains in tke custody of 
a small Buddk ist temple - tke Renkoji - near kis residence and to take extra precaution separated tke 
cremated remains and kid a portion in kis kome. 

My uncle and aunt, Rama and Geeta Murti, went to India in 1953 to report tke incident to Prime Minister 
Jawakarlal Nekru and eventually never returned to Japan.

2. We have discreetly ascertained the background and reasons for 
execution of this affidavit two and a half years after a portion of Netaji's ashes 
was passed on to Prof. Sugata Bose. Shri Anand jairam Murti has shared with

(i) The affidavit was executed at the request of Prof. Sugata Bose; 
a copy has been sent to him. 

(ii) After receiving portion of Netaji’s ashes in March 2006, Prof. 
Bose had tried to get DNA testing done at Harvard. This did 
not prove feasible as the degraded/charred nature of remains 
made it impossible to extract DNA material. 

3. Mr. Murti has conveyed that he wanted to keep GOI informed of 
these developments.

The Renkoji temple organized the 64 th memorial service for Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose on 18 August. It was attended by around 50 persons, including half a 
dozen elderly Japanese associated with Netaji (author Isoji Tamaki and a former security 
guard), Suginami Ward Mayor Yamada, Tokyo Metropolitan Assembly member Yo 
Hayasaka, JIA President Hirabayashi, former employees of Mitsubishi, students and 
Visiting Indians. JIA Chairman, former PM Mori sent a wreath. 

2. The Chief Priest, whose health is failing, did not attend the ceremony but sent a 
written message reaffirming that he will continue to look after the ashes until they are 
returned to India. He also recalled that Krishna Bose has expressed gratitude for taking 
care of the ashes. His designated successor, his son-in-law, conducted the ceremony and 
also pledged that he will do his best to take care of the ashes. 

3. Mayor Yamada said he plans to visit Kolkata to hand over the money collected 
from Suginami residents to the Bose Research Institute and take steps for the transfer of a 
Netaji bust for Suginami Park. 

4. Amb Hirabayashi said he hoped PM will visit Renkoji during his visit to Japan in 
October 2008. He also hoped that a part of the ashes would be returned to India for 
Hindu rites while a part could be retained in Renkoji to preserve the link with Netaji.

To protect from confiscation and impounding by tke Allied Forces, he placed these remains in the custody of 
a small Buddhist temple — the Renkoji - near his residence and to take extra precaution separated the 
cremated remains and hid a portion in his home. 


My uncle and aunt, Rama and Geeta Murti, went to India in 1953 to report the incident to Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru and eventually never returned to Japan* 


Since then, a part of Netaji s mortal remains stayed in my home and a part in the now famous Renkoji temple. 

My father, Jay a Murti, passed away in 1974 and the urn containing Netaji s cremated remains was kept by 
my mother, Sujata S* Murti (Atsuko Sakai), in her own room until recently* 


1 informed Professor Sugata Bose of the above facts soon after the funeral of my aunt, Geeta Murti in Chennai 
in July, 2005* I stayed in contact with Professor Bose and sent him copies of Netaji s handwritten Letters to mij 
uncle, Rama Murti, for inclusion in Volume 12 of the Netaji $ Collected Works. 


Professor Bose informed me of his visit to Japan in early March, 2006. O 11 the afternoon of March 7, 2006, 1 
met him at the Imperial Hotel in Tokyo and brought him to my home. We briefly opened the urn wrapped in 
white cloth so that Professor Bose could take a look at the contents and then closed and wrapped it up again. 

In my presence, my mother unceremoniously handed over the urn containing Netaji $ remains to Professor 
Sugata Bose, who in return expressed his gratitude to my family. 


My mother and I joined Professor Sugata Bose on his visit to the Renkoji temple on the morning of March 8, 
2006, to pay our homage to the memory of Netaji. 


Later that evening, I showed Professor Bose photographs from the family album of my uncle, Rama, my aunt, 
Geeta, my father Jay a and my mother taken with Habibur Rehman and S. A. Ayer. Copies of these 
photographs were sent to Professor Bose. 


Subsequently, I am happy to be informed that Professor Sugata Bose arrived in Kolkota safely with the 
mortal remains of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose.
